The Russians are not conciously 

thinking; “I mustn't talk be- 
cause my conservation will be 
reported.” They haye simply 
made a habit of silence, After 
30 years they have accepted it 
as a part of life.

You can walk almost anywhere 
you want to go in Moscow. 
Outside the city the limit of 
trayel is 25 miles, Within this 
circle there are many restrict~ 
ions; to go beyond it you must 
notify the Foreign Office, 48 
hours ahead. You must tell them 


{who is going, when, where, how. 


If by car you niust give the li- 
cence number and the same of 
your Russian driver. Your route 
will be patrolled all the way, 
and you cannot stop anywhere 
on it, even to answer a call of
